AS  one  of  our  summer  thunder- 
showers  was  ending  which 
had  sent  huge  drops  of  rain  belting 
down,  I  walked  out  to  see  how  our 
bed  of  Iceland  Poppies  had  man- 
aged in  the  heavy  storm.  The 
delicate  flowers  set  on  their  long 
thin  stems  seemed  ill  suited  to 
survive  such  a  downpour,  and  I 
half  expected  to  see  them  beaten 
flat  to  the  ground.  I  was  pleasantly 
surprised  when  I  found  them  all 
standing  with  little  or  no  damage. 
While  I  stood  looking  at  them  the 
rain  began  again.  Before  retreating 
to  shelter  I  stayed  to  watch.  As 
the  heavy  drops  hit  the  flowers 
they  bobbed  up  and  down  like  a 
group  of  debutantes  being  pre- 
sented at  the  Queen's  garden 
party. 

This  then  was  their  secret:  to 
give  with  each  rain  drop  that  beat 
upon  them.  If  they  had  stood  rigid 
they  would  have  been  riddled  by 
the  rain.  Few,  if  any  of  us  escape 
the  thundershowers  of  life.  They 
fall  upon  the  rich  and  the  poor, 
the  happy  and  the  unhappy.  The 
important  thing  is  not  that  they 
fall  upon  us, — although  I  am  per- 
suaded that  a  kind  providence  sees 
that  all  get  their  share  and  those 
marked  for  greatness  more  than 
their  seeming  share.  The  im- 
portant thing  is  how  we  re-act. 

I  know  a  young  man  with  a  love- 
ly wife  and  small  family,  a  busi- 
ness that  is  providing  a  comfort- 
able living  with  prospects  of  doing 
even  better.  Does  all  this  add  up 
to  a  happy  man?  I  wonder?  The 
slightest  unpleasantness  either  at 
work  or  at  home  and  he  becomes 


rigid  and  tense,  likely  to  strike  back 
at  once.  Those  near  him  must  bend 
with  the  storm  if  a  scene  is  to  be 
avoided  and  calm  eventually 
restored.  He  has  yet  to  make  peace 
with  life,  if  he  is  to  find  a  tranquil 
spirit  and  peace  of  mind.  "Into 
every  life  a  little  rain  falls".  Our 
troubles  often  develop  because  we 
don't  know  when  to  come  inside. 

This  bending  with  the  storm, 
then  springing  back  with  the  sun- 
shine may  hold  the  whole  science 
of  life. 

Where  do  you  find  peace  of 
mind?  It  isn't  in  riches,  for  if  you 
make  money  your  goal  you  will 
never  get  enough.  It  isn't  in 
poverty,  for  the  act  of  obtaining 
our  necessities  absorbs  all  our 
energies.  Isn't  it  rather  in  making 
peace  with  our  environment?  I  do 
not  mean  by  this  to  sit  in  the 
midst  of  squallor  and  do  nothing, 
but  rather  to  take  whatever  we 
have,  beautify  it,  and  then  widen 
our  circle  of  influence  for  good. 

The  Chinese  say,  "accept  with 
good  grace  that  which  you  cannot 
alter".  Isn't  this  bending  with  the 
storm?  There  are,  however,  so 
many  things  we  can  alter  if  we 
have  the  right  perspective.  It  could 
be  that  the  difference  between 
people  is  this  ability  to  recognise 
what  can  be  altered  and  to  choose 
those  things  worth  our  attention. 
There  are  some  things  beneath  us. 

In  making  peace  with  life  there 
are  few  things  more  helpful  than  a 
goal  to  achieve,  an  ideal  to  obtain, 
a  worthy  cause  in  which  to  engage.

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WHY   US? 


A  SUNDAY  School  textbook  published  in  California1  contains  a  series 
of  lessons  designed  to  put  before  all  the  members  of  that  denomina- 
tion the  errors  of  other  churches.  Lesson  seven,  dedicated  to  showing 
that  "Mormonism  is  obviously  in  direct  disagreement  with  the  Word  of 
God  and  must  therefore  be  labelled  as  non-Christian",  provides  the 
interesting  statement  that  Mormons  believe  the  Holy  Ghost  "is  a  fluid 
or  substance,  but  not  a  person"-'.  Other  books  —  many  of  them  —  refer 
to  the  fact  that  we  believe  Adam  to  be  God  ;,  that  we  reject  Christ  as 
the  Saviour',  and  that  we  have  a  secret  organisation  called  the  Danites 
which  terrorises  all  non-Mormons  and  annihilates  all  apostates'.  The 
Second  Counsellor  in  the  Presidency  of  the  Reorganites  assures  us  that 
Brigham  Young  taught  and  practised  the  doctrine  that  each  apostate 
should  have  his  throat  slit  from  ear  to  ear*. 

Now  we  are  not  the  only  church  which  is  so  attacked:  the  text  book 
mentioned  above  openly  attacks  many  churches  and  denominations. 
Everyone  thinks  his  church  is  right  and  other  churches  must  be  less 
correct  or  he  would  join  their  ranks.  But,  although  this  abuse  is  hurled 
amongst  churches  rather  freely,  it  is  done  with  more  force  and  gusto 
when  the  target  is  Mormonism. 

The  effort  that  is  put  forth  to  misrepresent  Mormonism  deliberately 
is  easily  realised  by  reading,  as  an  example,  the  works  of  Mr.  Richard  C. 
Evans,  the  aforementioned  Counsellor  of  the  Reorganites.  In  one  letter7 
he  misquotes  seven  different  statements  by  leaders  of  our  church  in 
regard  to  blood  atonement  and  presents  a  positive  case  for  his  wierd 
ideas  of  our  beliefs.  If  one  takes  the  trouble  to  investigate  these  "official 
statements"  and  read  the  context,  the  intended  meaning  is  obviously  the 
precise  opposite  of  what  Mr.  Evans  so  innocently  twists  it  to  be  read. 
He  takes  one  sentence  from  one  page,  then  another  from  a  paragraph 
two  pages  further  on,  and  a  third  from  three  paragraphs  off.  Put 
together  they  are  damnable,  but  as  they  appear  in  context  they  are  such 
as  anyone  would  accept,  for  they  comment  on  common  sense  matters. 

Now  why  do  you  suppose  so  many  people  take  such  trouble  to  "prove" 
Mormonism  false?  With  regard  to  other  churches,  they  do  indeed  fight 
and  bicker,  but  nowhere  else  do  they  go  to  such  efforts  to  contort  the 
truth  and  present  material  which  they  know  to  be  false  and  yet  which, 
in  its  twisted  form,  will  aid  their  evil  course.  One  man,  who  claims  to 
have  been  a  Mormon  for  twenty-nine  years,  blandly  tells  the  world  that 
we  believe  in  a  God  of  flesh  and  blood\  which  statement  is  patently 
absurd.  Where  is  the  source  of  such  contrivings?

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PIETERMARITZBURG 
STEPS  FORWARD 

T3IETERMARITZBURG  became  the  centre  of  much  attention  on  the 
■*-  week-end  of  the  fifth  of  April  as  people  swarmed  from  miles  around, 
some  travelling  from  as  far  away  as  Johannesburg,  to  witness  the  opening 
of  the  new  chapel  there  in  that  capital  city.  It  is  hard  to  imagine  a  happier 
people  than  the  members  of  the  Pietermaritzburg  Branch  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  pi  Latter-day  Saints,  for  they  fairly  bubbled  as  they  took 
each  and  every' visitor  on  a  grand  tour  of  the  new  facilities.  The  visitors 
were  impressed  with  this  zeal,  as  well  as  with  the  rooms  they  viewed:  the 
chapel.' the- recreation  hall,  the  classrooms,  the  Relief  Society  room,  the 
kitchen,  and  the  baptismal  font.  Surely  this  branch  intends  to  use  that 
font. 

In  constructing  this  chapel,  the  architect  freed  himself  from  most 
conventional  bonds  and  brought  forth  many  new  and  intriguing  ideas, 
tempered  by  the  constant  and  unremitting  standards  which  bring  such 
warmth  and  comfort  to  each  Mormon  building.  Altogether  the  chapel 
presents  a  fresh  outlook  and  brings  relief  from  many  common-places. 
Retaining  the  restive  and  meditative  atmosphere  of  the  chapel  proper, 
the  architect  has  nonetheless  combined  a  great  diversity  of  materials  and 
textures  to  provide  a  room  unique  in  many  particulars.  Large  sun  shields 
permit  ample  illumination  but  screen  out  any  direct  glare  or  blinding 
reflections;  the  modern  concrete  pulpit  forms  an  easy  and  natural  focal 
point;  the  monotony  of  a  large  front  wall  is  well  broken  without  present- 
ing any  confusion  or  distracting  curiosities;  even  the  artificial  lighting  is 
treated  with  a  flair  for  quietly  distinctive  techniques. 

Standing  as  it  does  in  a  residential  neighbourhood,  the  chapel  is  i 
bright  spot  along  the  road  and  invites  the  curious,  beckons  the  religious 
investigator,  and  welcomes  all  who  would  like  to  visit.  A  starnger  would

have  no  apprehension  ai  approach- 
ing the  building,  for  it  is  light  and 
clean,  indicative  of  a  friendh 
house.  But,  at  the  same  time,  that 
Stranger  would  walk  with  respect, 
for  the  chapel  is  obviously  a  place 
of  greal  worship  and   reverent   love. 

Two  missionaries  showed  dims 
and  conducted  tours  of  the  building 
for  the  few  days  preceding  thj 
opening  day.  a  procedure  which 
proved  so  successful  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  East  London 
chapel  (see  Cumorah*s  Southern 
Messenger.  April  1964).  On  the 
evening  of  the  fourth  of  April, 
an  opening  social  was  held 
which     was     very     well      attended 

by  Saints  from  Pietermaritzburg.  Margate.  Durban.  Johannesburg,  and 
other  communities.  The  people  were  given  such  treats  as  quartet  harmony, 
solo  musical  numbes.  comedy  character  portrayals,  and  several  skits 
arranged  by  the  missionaries.  The  entertainment  accomplished  the  purpose 
of  introducing  and  making  welcome  those  who  had  gathered  for  the 
following  day's  activities,  and  it  set  a  mood  of  friendship  and  warmth 
that  continued  throughout  the  weekend. 

Sunday's  proceedings  began  with  a  Relief  Society  meeting  and  a 
Priesthood  meeting,  continued  with  a  Sunday  School  session  that  was  most 
rewarding,  adjourned  for  a  welcome  bit  of  nourishment  for  the  body, 
and  then  reconvened  for  the  official  opening  services.  The  evening  was 
capped  by  the  showing  of  two  films  to  an  interested  and  filled  chapel, 
with  many  investigators  and  friends  in  attendance.  Right  from  the  start 
the  day  was  one  of  elation  and  spiritual  joy.  and  by  the  end  of  the  evening, 
everyone  had  been  picked  up  and  left  at  a  very  high  religious  level.

The  entire  congregation  thrilled  as  President  Alldredge  told  of  the 
great  heritage  that  we,  as  Latter-day  Saints,  possess  and  of  the  wonderful 
beginnings  of  this  marvellous  Church.  All  the  speakers  had  given  the 
gathering  a  little  deeper  insight  into  the  real  purposes  and  designs  of  the 
Lord  in  this  monumental  work  now  going  on,  but  it  remained  the  task  of 
our  Mission  President  to  cap  it  all  by  utilising  his  great  power  to  persona- 
lise and  yet  to  apply  universally  all  the  important  reality  of  the  Church 
today.

IN  ancient  times  man's  depend- 
ence on  Higher  Powers  was 
acknowledged  and  taken  seriously. 
"It  is  because  you  recognise  the 
supremacy  of  the  Divine,  that  you 
are  allowed  to  rule,"  said  Horace  to 
the  Romans.  All  State  functions 
began  then,  as  in  the  days  of  our 
immediate  ancestors,  with  this 
recognition.  Those  states  did  not 
attain  perfection  any  more  than 
we  do,  but  they  did  attain  greater 
stability,  and  that  largely  because 
they  began  with  a  principle  that 
we  have  discarded  to  a  large 
extent.  Modern  youth,  estranged 
by  the  unspiritual  quality  of  many 
spiritual  leaders  and  seeing  how 
men  tend  to  make  God  in  their 
own  image,  has  frequently  turned 
away  from  the  divine.1 

It  is  our  duty,  as  officers  and 
teachers  in  the  Sunday  School,  to 
put  back  the  clock  and  revert  to 
the  old  fashioned  times  and,  with 
the  guidance  of  latter-day  scrip- 
tures of  course,  to  implant  into  the 
hearts  of  the  youth  a  faith  in  God, 
to  enable  them  to  recognise  the 
Higher  Powers  that  influenced 
their  ancestors'  beliefs  and  stand- 
ards and  conduct  of  everyday  life. 

The  majority  of  us  here  in  the 
South  African  Mission  are  con- 
verts. Unless  we  emerged  from  the 
holy  waters  of  baptism  completely 
"born  again",  with  a  mind  alto- 
gether erased  of  previous  twisted 
and  perhaps  distorted  man-made 
doctrines,  we  are  apt  to  let  these 
tenets  creep  into  the  lessons  we 
prepare  and  believe  them  to  be  the 
true  interpretations  of  the  Word  of 
God.  It  is  these  small  dogmatic 
beliefs,  perhaps  based  on  some 
selfish  desire,  which  often  allow  us 
to  rule  out  the  true,  strict,  latter- 
day  revelation  given  to  us.  What 


harm  can  an  occasional  smoke  do? 
Surely  not  start  lung  cancer.  What 
difference  does  it  make  if  one  has 
an  occasional  glass  of  wine  with 
lunch?  It  will  not  lead  to  alcohol- 
ism. The  Bible  says  that  we  must 
marry  and  replenish  the  earth. 
Does  this  mean  we  must  limit  our 
family  to  just  two  children?  Does 
it?  You  find  out! 

There  are  many  other  little 
things  that  Satan  subtly  passes  on 
to  one  as  being  the  Word  of  God. 
We  must  at  all  times  be  wary 
before  we  attempt  anything  that 
may  influence  or  affect  the  lives  of 
ethers.  We  should  get  down  on  our 
knees  and  pray  for  guidance,  that 
the  intelligence  we  use  to  prepare 
our  lessons  or  compile  our  talks  is 
in  no  way  warped  or  misleading, 
and  that  what  we  say  is  truly 
under  the  inspiration  of  Divine 
guidance.  If  you  are  ever  in  doubt, 
seek  out  the  counsel  of  the  men 
who  are  there  to  help  and  to  see 
that  the  work  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  is  carried  out  in  a  manner 
that  is  suitable  and  pleasing  unto 
Him,  that  all  which  is  taught  is  in 
no  way  influenced  by  the  power  of 
the  Adversary. 

The  teachers  of  the  Junior  Sun- 
day School  have  the  greatest  res- 
ponsibility given  to  any  mortal: 
they  have  in  their  charge  the 
innocent,  chaste,  and  unsophisti- 
cated minds  of  our  children.  It  is 
their  irremissible  duty,  coupled 
with  that  of  the  parents,  to  provide 
the  environments  whereby  these 
choice  spirits  of  the  latter-days  can 
be  guided  on  to  the  road  that  leads 
back  to  the  precincts  from  when 
they  came.  I  would  like  to  empha- 
sise the  importance  of  the  Sunday 
School  objective:  it  is  to  teach  the

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IT  is  fitting  that  in  presenting 
our  theme  today  of  "Latter- 
day  Saint  Standards"  we  should 
devote  this  initial  session  to  the 
standard  of  chastity.  Chastity  is  a 
fundamental  virtue  and,  no  matter 
what  other  qualities  a  man  may 
possess,  if  he  is  unclean  he  is  un- 
acceptable to  our  Father  in 
Heaven,  and  can  never  dwell  in 
His  presence. 

We  are  told  that  adultery  is  the 
third  mcst  serious  offence,  ex- 
ceeded in  seriousness  only  by  the 
sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost  and  the 
shedding  of  innocent  blood.  The 
commission  of  the  latter  two 
offences  is  rare,  but  since  adultery 
is  very  prevalent  in  society  in 
general,  it  is  something  which  we 
as  members  of  the  church  must 
guard  against  very  carefully.  Sex- 
ual sin  in  its  different  forms  is 
being  dressed  up  to  appear  as 
something  desirable,  smart  and 
sophisticated,  and  I  hope  that 
none  of  us  are  deceived  by  it. 

How  we  may  be  influenced 
to  lower  our  standards: 

It  often  starts  in  our  schools 
where  certain  boys  boast  of  their 
"achievements"  with  the  opposite 
sex,  and  those  fellows  who  respect 
and  uphold  the  virtue  of  the  girls 
they  associate  with  and  their  own 
virtue  are  made  to  feel  small  and 
inferior.  We  are  living  in  strange 
times  when  wrong  is  made  to 
appsar  right  and  right  is  bela- 
boured with  epithets  such  as 
"inhibition",  "childishness",  and 
"maladjustment".

This  influence  is  continued  when 
we  leave  school  in  the  magazines 
and  books  we  read  and  in  the  films 
and  plays  we  see,  no  matter  how 
discriminating  we  try  to  be  in  our 
selection  of  entertainment.  The 
greatest  pressure  of  all  is  brought 
to  bear  when  psychologists,  who 
are  looked  up  to  as  "experts"  in 
the  field  of  human  relations,  cpenly 
encourage  sexual  indulgence  of 
various  degrees.  I  remember  just 
such  a  case  here  in  Johannesburg 
some  while  ago.  It  appears  that  in 
certain  circles  young  women  would 
allow  their  boy-friend  of  the 
moment  to  watch  them  bathe.  This 
practise  was  soundly  condemned  by 
the  press  but  a  prominent  psycho- 
logist, through  published  letters, 
gave  support  to  the  practise  and  I 
do  not  doubt  that  he  influenced 
many  young  men  and  women. 

The   difference   between 

sexual  sin  and  the  sexual 

urge: 

I  think  that  at  this  stage  of  my 
talk  I  must  differentiate  between 
sexual  sin  and  the  sexual  urge: 
otherwise  I  may  leave  someone 
with  the  impression  that  sexual 
feeling  in  itself  is  sinful  and  must 
be  repressed.  The  fact  is  that  it 
cannot  be  repressed  —  it  is  natur- 
ally present  in  every  healthy, 
mature  person.  We  need  have  no 
shame  of  any  characteristic  that 
has  been  given  to  us  by  God.  How- 
ever, we  can  well  be  ashamed  of 
ourselves  if  we  fail  to  control  the 
sex  urge  in  the  manner  in  which 
our  Father  has  instructed  us  to  do. 

Have  you  ever  realised  that  this 
feeling  only  comes  to  us  at  a 
time  when  we  have  had  a  chance 
to  learn  to  control  other  passions? 
Before  a  person  is  awakened 
sexually,  he  has  had  a  chance  to 
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experience  passions  such  as  anger, 
love,  and  jealousy,  and  to  practise 
their  management.  Disciplining 
our  sexual  feelings  will  not  lead  to 
frustration  but  to  health  and 
happiness. 

Some  terms  defined: 

I  have  used  three  terms  in  my 
talk  that  I  would  like  to  define, 
since  I  intend  to  be  frank  and  I 
want  everyone  to  know  what  I  am 
talking  about.  These  terms  are 
chastity,  sexual  sin,  and  adultery. 

To  help  me  in  my  definition.  I 
would  like  to  quote  from  Elder 
Mark  E.  Peterson:  "Does  any  man 
have  the  right  to  touch  the  body 
of  a  woman  to  whom  he  is  not 
married?  I  believe  with  all  my 
soul  that  we  do  lose  our  chastity 
piecemeal  ,and  that  when  young 
people  engage  in  a  heavy  petting 
party,  they  then  and  there  lose  a 
portion  of  their  virtue  and  chastity 
—  not  the  complete  loss,  until  they 
go  all  the  way  —  but  they  partially 
lose  their  chastity  in  a  petting 
party."  Adultery,  then,  is  "going 
all  the  way".  Although  this  is  just 
a  matter  of  terminology.  I  would 
like  you  to  think  of  chastity  in  a 
slightly  different  way  to  Elder 
Peterson's  description.  Think  of 
chastity  as  a  state  of  complete 
puritv  that  is  lost  and  marred 
completely  when  we  take  the  first 
step  along  the  road  to  adultery. 
Sexual  sin  would  be  this  road  to 
adulterv  and  including  adultery 
itself.  Nobody  on  this  road  can  be 
considered  chaste.  Think  of  the 
high  standard  set  by  the  Saviour: 
"Whosoever  looketh  upon  a  woman 
to  lust  after  her,  hath  committed 
adultery  with  her  already  in  his 
heart." 

Why  sexual  sin   is  such  a 
serious   offence: 

First  of  all  it  is  breaking  a  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord.  It  was 
intended  that  sex  should  be  a 
sacred  thing  to  go  hand  in  hand 
with  the  holv  institution  of  matri- 
mony and  procreation,  and  its  use 
outside  of  this  framework  is  an 
offence  in  the  eyes  of  God. 


Every  human  being  who  has  had 
some  contact  with  the  Gospel 
realises  this  and  every  transgres- 
sion of  a  law  which  we  know  that 
we  should  be  keeping  brings 
estrangement  from  God.  This  is 
true  of  every  failure  to  live  the 
laws  of  God,  but  is  particularly 
true  of  the  sin  of  unchastity.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  Saviour  typifies 
people  who  live  in  impurity  by 
their  lack  of  faith  when  he  says, 
"An  evil  and  adulterous  generation 
seeketh  after  a  sign."  Could  un- 
chastity be  the  reason  why  we  live 
in  a  cynical  world  which  scorns  the 
message  of  the  Saviour? 

The  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
repeats  the  warning:  "and  he  that 
looketh  upon  a  woman  to  lust  after 
her  shall  deny  the  faith,  and  shall 
not  have  the  Spirit."  What  terrible 
consequences  follow  then  upon  un- 
chastity! When  we  sin  in  other 
ways  our  faith  is  not  greatly  dimi- 
nished and  this  helps  to  lead  to 
repentance. 

Secondly  sexual  sin  is  a  serious 
offence  because  it  can  lead  to  the 
birth  of  illegitimate  children.  Don't 
feel  that  this  a  very  uncommon 
occurrence,  or  that  people  that  it 
involves  are  from  a  low  social 
strata  or  have  a  low  intelligence. 
Many  people  who  imagined  that 
they  were  "smart"  enough  to 
prevent  this  from  occuring  enter 
a  period  of  tragedy  and  disillusion- 
ment. Aside  from  the  stigma  which 
so  unjustly  follows  the  child 
throughout  its  life,  have  you  consi- 
dered the  misery  that  is  the  lot  of 
the  unmarried  mother? 

While  pregnant,  the  girl  is 
usually  sent  by  her  parents  to  a 
home  where  she  is  cared  for.  The 
parents  feel  themselves  disgraced 
and  want  as  few  people  as  possible 
to  know  what  has  happened  and 
usually  tell  neighbours  that  their 
daughter  is  on  an  extended  holi- 
day or  is  working  out  of  town. 
Eventually  the  girl  arrives  to  have 
her  child  delivered  at  a  maternity 
hospital.  She  is  out  of  touch  with 
her  parents  and  the  man  who  is 
responsible  for  her  pregnancy. 
Feeling  lost  and  alone,  frightened 
of  the  hazards  of  childbirth,  she 
has  a  much  more  difficult  labour 
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than  the  woman  who  is  surrounded 
by  family  love  and  attention.  After 
the  birth  when  the  child  is  given 
to  her,  no  joy  or  happiness  lights 
her  face.  She  cannot  allow  herself 
to  love  the  child,  for  it  must  be 
given  out  for  adoption.  Cheated  of 
her  child,  estranged  from  her  loved 
ones,  sneered  at  by  society,  the 
poor  girl  must  return  and  establish 
some  sort  of  life  for  herself.  During 
a  relatively  short  period  of  work  in 
a  large  maternity  hospital,  I  saw 
this  tragedy  repeated  many,  many 
times  and  I  pray  that  no  young 
man  present  at  this  meeting  may 
ever  be  the  cause  of  such  misery. 

Thirdly  the  offence  of  unchastity 
tends  to  lead  to  a  more  serious 
offence.  This  seems  hard  to  ima- 
gine, as  there  are  only  two  effences 
regarded  as  more  sinful.  Think 
how  often  the  sin  of  unchastity 
has  led  to  the  crime  of  murder. 
How  many  young  women  each 
year  have  pregnancies  terminated 
rather  than  bear  an  illegitimate 
child?  If  the  figure  was  known,  it 
would  stagger  us  all.  In  nearly  all 
cases,  the  operation  is  performed 
by  unskilled  people  and  not  in- 
frequently th°  mother  loses  her  life 
or  is  seriously  injured. 

The  hatreds  and  jealousies 
engendered  bv  unfaithful  conduct 
on  the  part  of  husbands  or  wives 
can  often  lead  to  a  life  being  taken. 
You  can  learn  this  lesson  in  any 
Sunday  paper  but,  to  refer  you  to 
a  nobler  source  of  information,  go 
to  the  Bible  and  refresh  your 
memory  on  how  David  forfeited 
his  exaltation. 

Fouthly,  I  do  not  know  of  any 
cause  which  results  in  more  broken 
homes  than  unchastity.  I  am  not 
just  referring  to  unchastity  by  un- 
married people  but  when  young 
people,  who  have  led  lives  full  of 
sexual  sin,  get  married,  they  bring 
the  seeds  of  distrust  and  unhappi- 
ness  right  into  their  marriage  with 
them  and  these  seeds  very  seldom 
fail  to  germinate. 

The  last  of  my  reasons,  although 
more  could  possibly  be  given,  is 
that  sexual  sin  can  lead  to  the 
development  of  disease.  Don't  take 
this  subject  lightly!  Although 
modern  drugs  can  halt  the  disease 
process   in   many   cases,   they   can 


never  undo  the  damage  which  has 
already  been  done  to  the  body.  One 
such  disease  can  produce  damage 
in  just  about  every  organ  in  the 
body.  A  faithful  wife  or  husband 
often  has  to  pay  the  penalty  for 
the  philanderings  of  the  marriage 
partner.  People  who  innocently 
contract  the  disease  sometimes  do 
not  seek  medical  aid  until  it  is  too 
late,  because  they  are  ignorant  of 
the  nature  of  their  ailment  or,  if 
they  do  know  what  it  is,  are 
ashamed  to  have  treatment  for  it. 
I  will  never  forget  an  instance 
related  by  a  psychiatrist.  A  woman 
sought  a  doctor's  advice  on  a 
medical  problem.  He  diagnosed  her 
complaint  as  syphilus,  and  treated 
her  for  the  physical  disease  —  but 
made  no  allowance  for  her  state  of 
mind.  Her  husband  had  given  her 
the  disease  and  she  felt  herself  so 
disgraced  that  she  took  her  own 
life. 

It  is  safer  to  avoid 

temptation  than  to 

overcome  it: 

If  we  do  not  take  the  first  small 
steps  which  lead  to  the  path  of 
sexual  sin,  we  can  never  become 
unchaste.  In  just  the  same  way, 
the  person  who  has  never  had  a 
drink  of  alcohol  can  never  become 
a  drunkard. 

Young  men,  do  not  take  out  girls 
who  dress  immodestly  or  act  im- 
modestly. Do  nnt  take  your  part- 
ners  to  isolated  places  where 
temptations  tend  to  arise  and  are 
easily  yielded  to.  Do  not  ever  "pet" 
or  fondle  a  girl  friend.  Once  you 
do  this,  you  have  lost  your  chastity, 
the  girl  has  lost  hers,  and  the  dis- 
tance from  this  stage  to  adultery 
is  a  very  short  one. 

We  are  going  to  be  held 

accountable  for  all  of  our 

sins  at  the  judgment  day: 

As  great,  though,  as  the  sin  of 
adultery  is,  there  is  forgiveness  for 
us  if  we  truly  repent.  In  Ezekiel, 
chapter  18,  the  Lord  says  that 
those  who  do  repent  will  never 
have  their  sins  remembered  on  the

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Be  Fair  to  Yourselves

THE  Melchezidek  Priesthood  is 
the  government  of  God,  both 
in  heaven  and  on  the  earth.  It  is 
the  power  to  act  in  God's  name. 
I  imagine  that  it  is  the  greatest 
gift  that  God  has  given  to-  man. 
Its  fundamental  requirements  are 
to  be  true  to  ail  of  its  covenants, 
and  that  means  true  to  oneself 
in  particular.  Are  we  always  fair 
to  ourselves  when  we  exercise 
our    calling    in   the    Priesthood? 

This  implies  the  possibility  of 
denying  ourselves  something  and 
that  is  precisely  what  we  mean. 
If  we  could  see  the  inexorable 
laws  of  cause  and  effect  that 
governs  our  actions,  we  might 
often  act  quite  differently.  But 
our  vision  is  often  limited  and 
we  fall  short  of  the  high  require- 
ments of  our  office  and  calling. 
Consequently  we  lose  many  of 
the  blessings  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  for  he  is  governed  by  his 
own   law. 

Sometimes  we  let  personal  anti- 
pathy rear  its  head,  denying  full 
fellowship  between  brethren. 
Aspiring,  through  jealousy,  to 
higher  office,  is  another  evil 
which   should   not   exist.   Personal 


and  private  sins  which  impair 
spiritual  power,  faith,  and  effi- 
ciency, is  another  unwanted 
situation,  and  so  the  list  grows 
long.  But  God  is  not  sleeping,  so 
that  nothing  is  forgotten  or 
overlooked,  and  no  good  goes  un- 
rewarded. 

In  spite  of  the  human  element 
so  often  stressed  which  is  within 
us,  we  must  still  battle  for  that 
high  spiritual  excellence  com- 
patible with  our  high  calling. 
When  we  have  reached  it,  then 
and  only  then  will  our  loving 
Father  give  us  that  secret  joy  and 
peace  that  surpasses  all  under- 
standing. The  Divine  Law  irre- 
vocably decreed  is  as  applicable 
to  us  as  Priesthood  holders  as  to 
any  other  member  of  the  Church. 
There  must  be  an  unselfish  per- 
fection of  our  lives  to  the  gospel 
ideal,  and  that  means  following 
in  the  footsteps  of  the  Master. 
Our  Priesthood  will  then  mean 
something  wonderful,  grand,  and 
glorious  to  us  and  our  days  in 
service  will  be  filled  with  un- 
speakable   joy.

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The  Influence  of  the  Relief 
Society  in  the  Home

AS  a  very  new  member  of  the 
Relief  Society,  I  do  not  feel 
truly  qualified  to  discuss  the  afore- 
mentioned subject,  but  I  have 
experienced  your  kindness  and 
friendship  and  I  know  that  none 
of  my  sisters  here  will  criticise  my 
humble  efforts. 

Before  I  mention  the  main  sub- 
ject, I  would  like  to  tell  you  what 
impressed  me  deeply  at  the  meet- 
ing I  attended  yesterday.  I  felt  a 
wonderful  spirit  of  harmony  and 
fellowship,  of  warmth  and  true 
affection.  Between  the  sisters 
present,  there  was  a  sincere  con- 
cern for  each  other's  welfare. 

There  are  many  activities  where 
women  meet  together,  but  I  have 
never  been  at  any  gathering  where 
there  has  been  such  a  complete 
absence  of  malice  and  unflattering 
gossip.  Whenever  a  sister  related 
anything,  it  might  have  been  at 
her  own  expense,  but  never  at  any- 
one else's.  In  a  very  short  while  I 
have  realised  that  I  am  privileged 
to  belong  to  the  greatest  Sisterhood 
of  women  in  the  world:  the  Relief 
Society,  created  by  our  Lord  and 
organised  by  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith. 

The  main  duty  of  the  Relief 
Society  is  to  sustain  and  uphold 
the  Priesthood.  In  the  home,  the 
sisters  stand  side  by  side  with  their 
husbands,  working  with  them, 
encouraging  them,  and  growing 
spiritually  with  them.  Together, 
husband  and  wife  face  the  chal- 
lenges and  responsibilities  of  life 
and  the  privilege  of  teaching  and 
rearing  those  spirits  which  God 
has  entrusted  to  their  keeping.  The 
Relief  Society  teaches  its  members 
to  strengthen  the  family  partner- 
ship and  to  help  increase  the  intel- 
lectual and  spiritual  stamina  of 
their  husbands. 

Where  there  is  love  and  unsel- 
fishness in  the  home,  where  the 
mother  knows  that  she  is  co-opera- 
ting with  her  Heavenly  Father  in 


carrying  out  her  duties  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Relief  Society,  there  you 
will  find  the  children  who  are 
strengthened  spiritually  and  mo- 
rally; the  children  who  are  learn- 
ing self-respect,  respect  for  author- 
ity, respect  for  law  and  order,  and 
respect  for  the  father  who  holds 
the  Priesthood. 

A  sister  of  the  Relief  Society 
helps  the  poor  and  the  needy,  com- 
forts the  sick  and  the  sorrowing, 
and  encourages  those  who  are  in- 
active in  the  church  to  participate 
again.  Besides  this,  she  does 
missionary  work  whenever  there  is 
an  opportunity  to  convert  anyone. 
These  tasks  add  to  her  gifts  and 
capabilities  and  deepen  her  love, 
loyalty,  patience,  endurance  and 
spirit  of  service.  Her  home  must 
truly  become  a  haven  of  peace  and 
harmony. 

Through  being  a  member  of 
Relief  Society,  a  woman's  home 
benefits  in  many  other  ways  as 
well.  Under  divine  direction  there 
are  opportunities  to  learn,  to  grow, 
to  serve;  to  become  acquainted 
with  literature,  music,  domestic 
science,  culture,  economy,  social 
science,  and  child  welfare. 

President  Brigham  Young  even 
added  something  else.  He  said  to 
the  sisters,  "These  societies  are  for 
the  improvement  of  our  manners, 
our  dress,  our  habits,  and  our 
methods  of  living.  Can  you  tell  the 
amount  of  good  that  the  mothers 
and  daughters  of  Israel  are  capable 
of  doing?  No,  it  is  impossible.  And 
the  good  they  do  will  follow  them 
to  eternity." 

Domestic  Science  plays  an 
important  part  in  Relief  Society 
work.  What  member  has  not  been 
able  to  become  more  competent  at 
sewing,  at  keeping  the  family's 
clothes  in  good  repair,  and  making 
useful  articles  for  the  home, 
through    community    undertakings

And  yet,  wonderful  as  the  Con-

East  Londoners  are  still  talking 
about  their  new  chapel  and  its 
opening  services  (see  Cumorah's 
Southern  Messenger,  April  1964), 
and  the  enjoyment  of  that  facility 
adds  daily  to  their  enjoyment  of 
life.

Sister  Alldredge  gave  a  most 
enlightening  account  of  the  many 
great  temples  of  the  world,  but  left 
no  one  in  doubt  that  these  could 
never  compare  with  the  spiritual 
impact  of  the  great  Mormon 
temples.  The  concluding  address 
was  given  by  President  Alldredge 
with  a  comprehensive  and  thorough 
explanation  that  Mormonism  con- 
sisted not  only  of  religion  but  a 
way  of  life  open  to  all  who  were 
willing  to  adhere  to  its  strict  prin- 
ciples for  personal  progress  and  the 
ultimate  glorification  of  cur  Eternal 
Father  in  Heaven." 

Although  the  members  in  East 
London  have  gained  the  member- 
ship and  efforts  of  the  faithful  and 
hardworking  Raubenheimer  family 
from  Pretoria,  they  lost  the 
membership  of  Sister  Gaby  Ran- 
dall, who  was  joined  in  matrimony 
to  Brother  Bill  Marshall  of  Ramah, 
where  they  will  make  their  home. 
Another  family  moving  away  were 
the  Lawrence's. 

A  little  further  south,  in  Cape 
Town  itself,  activities  have  been 
coming  fast  and  furiously.  On  the 
seventh,  the  Relief  Society  acted  as 
hostesses  to  the  senior  members  of 
the  branch,  transporting  them  to 
the  Camper's  Paradise  in  the 
Simondium  District,  where  they 
enjoyed  a  picnic  and  all  sorts  of 
fun.  Arranged  by  the  Priesthood 
was  a  "Father-and-Son  Camp", 
and  old  and  young  trouped  out  for 
this  happy  time.  And  to  top  it  all 
off,  a  new  family  was  formed  with 


the  marriage  of  Brother  Winston 
McKinnon  and  Sister  Barbara  van 
der  Linden. 

Let  us  peek  in  on  the  Tri-cities 
area  next  and  see  what,  besides 
that  Convention,  they  have  been 
up  to.

In  Welkom  the  Relief  Society 
celebrated  its  birthday  by  present- 
ing a  play  entitled  "Out  of  the 
Book",  after  which  entertainment 
of  a  more  individual  nature  was 
pursued  and  refreshments  were 
served.  Their  numbers  in  the  Free 
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State  Branch  have  been  augmented 
by  the  recent  baptisms  of  some  fine 
new  members.  One  of  their  mem- 
bers, Ann  Robinson,  who  is  now 
residing  in  Johannesburg  tempora- 
rily, won  an  award  of  "Superior" 
in  the  Speech  Competition  held  at 
the  Convention  in  Raman. 

And  over  in  Durban,  two  very 
important  events  have  taken  place : 
first  chronologically  and  therefore 
first  in  consideration  here,  was  the 
wedding  of  Sister  Maureen  Joubert 
and  Brother  Jacobus  de  Wet. 
Although  the  weather  was  swelter- 
ing, the  whole  town  seemed  to  turn 
out  for  the  occasion  when  these 
two  very  popular  Saints  became 
one.  Maureen,  a  very  active  mem- 
ber in  particular  in  the  M.I.A. 
looked  absolutely  beautiful  in  her 
gown,  and  "Koot"  was  both  proud 
and  happy,  setting  forth  the  goal 
of  saving  for  a  Temple  marriage 
as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  always  a 
pleasure  to  see  two  worthy  Saints 
marry,  and  we  pray  that  the  Lord 
will  bless  them  richly. 

The  other  important  event  of  the 
Durban  calendar  was  their  District 
Conference,  held  on  the  twenty- 
second  of  March.  At  that  time 
President  Wilson  of  the  District, 
President  Randall  of  the  Branch, 
and  President  and  Sister  Alldredge 
all  inspired  the  members  and  lifted 
them  to  even  greater  heights.

As  the  Saviour  stated  on  one  occasion,  "Many  good  works  have  I 
showed  you  from  my  Father;  for  which  of  those  works  do  you  stone 
me?9  And  as  the  Jews  replied,  it  is  not  the  good  which  is  so  bitterly 
attacked,  but  the  supposed  evils.  Yet  what  are  the  evils  of  Mormonism? 
All  the  charges  hurled  against  the  church  deal  either  with  "past  evils" 
or  with  teachings  which  we  are  supposed  to  hold  even  today.  Of  the 
alleged  evils,  none  has  ever  been  substantiated  by  any  piece  of  accept- 
able evidence,  unless  we  label  the  Biblical  practise  of  polygamy  as 
commanded  by  the  Lord  to  so  many  of  His  chosen  servants,  as  instituted 
by  God  for  the  preservation  of  his  righteous  seed  in  ancient  times,  and 
which  has  never  been  repudiated  by  Him  except  as  people  have  proven 
themselves  unfit  for  this  principle  —  unless  we  call  this  Godly  doctrine 
evil,  we  have  no  example  of  the  Mormon  Church  ever  sanctioning  evil 
behaviour. 

Then  the  proper  area  for  attempts  of  condemnation  must  be  in  the 
doctrinal  vein.  But  here  our  besiegers  reach  into  the  quiver  and  pull  up 
arrows  of  deceit,  for  they  report  falsely  about  our  beliefs.  We  do  not 
believe  that  Adam  is  God,  nor  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  anything  but  a 
person  of  spirit.  We  believe  that  the  atonement  of  the  blood  of  Christ  is 
universal  and  that  God  has,  in  Biblical  days,  had  the  blood  of  certain 
people  shed  to  make  atonement  for  their  individual  sins,  which  were 
of  extremely  serious  nature1".  The  Danites  were  disbanded  by  Joseph 
Smith  almost  immediately  upon  their  founding  by  Dr.  Avard,  who  was 
then  promptly  excommunicated.  Certainly  we  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
Son  of  God,  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  and  the  Redeemer  of  all  mankind. 

But  here,  in  the  area  of  doctrinal  attack,  is  where  so  much  error  is 
promulgated  and  so  much  effort  is  initiated.  Why?  There  is  only  one 
source  of  agitation  that  would  lead  men  to  twist  the  truth  deliberately 
and  misrepresent  it  to  others.  Even  if  we  were  wrong,  no-one  would  be 
justified  in  the  slanderous  misrepresentation  which  it  appears  to  be  our 
lot  to  endure.  Again,  there  is  only  one  Father  of  lies  and  certain  it  is 
that  he  must  be  the  inspiration  of  these  evil  connivings.  Now  why  would 
he  desire  so  strongly  to  attack  this  church  above  all  others?

I  am  sure  that  cake  sales  and 
similar  projects  have  shown  many 
sisters  that  their  baking  and  cook- 
ing was  far  better  than  they  had 
imagined.  Just  a  glance  at  the 
glowing  and  healthy  faces  of 
Mormon  husbands  and  children 
will  show  them  to  be  tributes  to  the 
mother's  culinary  ability. 

Relief  Society  members  are 
thrifty.  This  is  essential  if  a  profit 
is  to  be  made  out  of  such  activities 
as  sales,  bazaars,  and  fetes.  In  their 
homes  the  sisters  know  the  neces- 
sity of  having  enough  funds  to  pay 
their  tithing,  their  bills,  and  keep 
out  of  debt.  This  further  promotes 
care  in  the  purchase  of  foods, 
which  must  contain  essential 
nutrients,  but  not  exceed  the  sum 
allocated  by  budgeting.  Meal  plan- 
ning and  inexpensive  recipes  are 
discussed,  and  are  also  to  be  found 
in  the  Relief  Society  magazines.  In 
these  magazines  I  have  read  a 
number  of  articles  that  explain  the 
benefits  reaped  by  keeping  out  of 
debt,  and  saving  something  for  a 
less  fortunate  day.  The  sister  who 
has  earned  the  respect  of  creditors 
and  the  community  by  her  strict 
honesty  and  moral  trustworthiness, 
is  faithful  to  the  principles  of  the 
Relief  Society.
